The Kolb men, under the 
leadership of Kolb and P. G. Bowman, of 
Birmingham, were swearing all sorts of 
vengeance against the organized democracy 
because of Kolb’s defeat., Kolb’s followers 
declared be was elected and counted out by 
the organized democracy. Kolb has some 
strong evidence in his favor, though the 
organized forces likewise accuse him of do- 
ing some very interesting figuring in coun- 
ties where his friends were managers. 

While Kolb and Bowman were in a high- 
ly excited state of mental perturbation be- 
cause they had not douhled the number of 
ballots stuffed into the boxes they controlled, 
Chris Magee appeared upon the scene os 
tensibly to patch up the quarrel between 
the two republican factions in Alabama.
